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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Schwarzbacker t al do not 
teach "pre-programmed additional functionality that is accessible through an external control device and not accessible through the use of 
the control panel". However, applicant's attention is drawn to column 3, lines 24-50 of Schwarzbacker et al which teach an "external 
programming unit" (Figure 1, 51) as well as an "imbedded control" (Figure 1, 52) wherein the "external programming unit" compiles and 
stores complex recipes which are then transmitted to the "imbedded control", as well as the ability to "block" the "imbedded control" after 
cooking has started and the capability of controlling multiple cooking devices simultaneously (column 5, lines 1-41). 

Regarding applicants arguments to the 112(2) rejections, it still is not clear what information would constitute "first" and "second" 
information since these terms all appear to possess overlapping functions as they are understood in the art. For instance, the temperature 
of the cooking device could be considered "status" information, yet this temperature can also be stored in order to compare it to a preset 
temperature value in which case it could also be considered "second" information. In addition, the temperature value could be controlled 
by the control unit, as was commonly done, and thus be considered "first" information. 

In any case, these are preferred methods of using and controlling the claimed apparatus without adding structural limitations and as such 
are not given patentable weight. 
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
